What may be the solution of the 
mystery of the disappearance of Char­ 
lie Itoss, who was kidnaped from Ger­ 
mantown. Pa., on July I, 1S74. was 
revealed by an inquiry just concluded 
near New York city by Charles Brews­ 
ter Boss of Cleveland, (J. 
Detectives 
searched far and wide, but fruitless­ 
ly, for Charlie until the death of his 
fat lier. Christian Iv. Boss in 1397, but 
on the strength of the facts discovered 
by < diaries Brewster Boss during bis 
stay in the east. he believes lie can 
establish his identity as the long miss­ 
ing lad. 
On the strength of what lie learned 
he will make affidavit in Cleveland as 
to his birth and parentage and t lins 
complete his qualifications for a license 
as pilot on the great hikes, where he 
has been a sailor for years 
Identification had to be made among 
the ( lay banks of Bagtown, a mining 
settlement ill the township of Sayre­ 
ville, X J , near New Brunswick, 
it 
was there that Boss believes he was 
hiddt n by bis captors, who judged 
rightly that detectives would never go 
to the place. 


C o n v i n c e d the Police Chief. 
Pegtown remains now as secluded as 
in 1874. but the diggers have died off 
and the memories of the few survivors 
of that period no longer serve them as 
well as might be hoped. 
Boss had to 
rely on his childhood recollections of 
the settlem ent On his arrival in Sayre­ 
ville he met Chief of Police Boyler, 
who went with him to Pegtown. 
They talked with various old clay 
workers when they reached the settle­ 
ment without making much progress. 
Later on. 
when 
they 
went 
over 
again, Boss pointed out a clay pit in 
which he said he thought he had lived 
with a man and woman. 
Settlers re­ 
called that the pit had once been used 
as a habitation. 
No one could say or 
did sa\ who had ever lived there. 
Boss explained to Chief Boyler that 
acquaintance with his guardians would j 
naturally not be admitted, for they ; 
were criminals. 
When he spoke of his 
memories of the old hard life there the 
settlers warmed to him. saying he could 
never have imagined such fbi: gs. 
They still shook their heads over his 
identity, tor lie looks younger than for­ 
ty-three. which would be Iii'- a g e if he 
is the Charlie Boss who was kid­ 
naped in 1874 at the age of four.

Sayreville folk is that IUiss bears a 
strong resemblance to Hie pictures of 
the wavy haired boy whose photographs 
flooded the country thirty-nine years 
ago. The eyes, mouth and forehead are 
strikingly alike. 
Boss’ story, pieced together by years 
of search, is that his kidnapers w e re! 
Mosher and Douglass, the burglars who 
were k ille d in B a y B i lge. Brooklyn, the 
same year, and John llalenen, iii whose 
care and that of a woman he was left 
in Pegtown. 
When his keepers heard 
of the death of the burglars they de- ; 
elded to flee. 
On the night they went 
Halenen shot the boy arid shoved his 
body into a trench, believing him dead. 
Ile crawled out, was found and recov­ 
ered. 
He started wandering very young, 
but he says that twenty-three years 
ago he felt that he was Charles Boss. 
Once he confided that belief to a ship­ 
mate, who warned him to keep still, as 
several persons had already been com­ 
mitted to insane asylums for harboring 
that delusion 
About five years ago in Chicago he 
stumbled upon the man and woman | 
who had been ids keepers. 
They de­ 
nied all knowledge of Charles Itoss. , 
He kept track of them, and in 1911 he 
overheard them talking of tile boy. 
Birch Creek and the clay pit. 
When his ambition finally settled on 
becoming a pilot and it was necessary 
that he account for his parentage and : 
birthplace he went to a firm of Cleve­ 
land lawyers, who instituted a search

Washington.-Eleven million dollars 
to provide for a government armor 
plate plant is asked for in a bill intro­ 
duced by Bepresentative Britten of ll 
linois. 
The bill was introduced coinci­ 
dent with the announcement by the 
navy department that bids for $3,000, 
000 worth of armor for battleship No. 
39 had been rejected because they are 
identical. 
Although 
Bepresentative 
Britten is a Bepublican, ills bill fol 
lows generally the ideas of Secretary 
Daniels, 
who 
has 
reported 
that a 
“trust" evidently exists in the armor 
plate business and that tin1 govern 
ment should have a plant of its own, 
not to make all its armor, but to pro 
vide enough to make competition with 
the private mills. 
In addition. Bepresentative Britten 
is about to take up with several semi 
tors the advisability of changing the 
Underwood tariff bill so as to admit 
armor plate free of duty. 
Bepresentative Britten's bill provides 
for tile acquisition of a site, the erec­ 
tion of suitable buildings and the pro­ 
curing of necessary machinery and 
supplies for 
the establishment and 
maintenance of the plan. 
Active op 
erations on tL:o plant are to be begun 
within six months after tho passage of 
the bill. 
In discussing his bill Bepresentative 
Britten said that he had had in mind 
for some months tile introducing of a 
“plan that would break up if possible 
the trust now controlling the armor 
plate situation in this country 
“The opening of the bids of the navy 
department for $3,000,000 worth of ar­ 
mor for battleship No. 3$ appropriated 
for last year, in which the bids of the 
three armor producing companies in 
the United States corresponded exact­ 
ly and giving the same amount per ton 
as last year.” said Mr Britten, “shows 
conclusively tile collusion existing in 
the bidding regardless of the fact that 
(‘ach bidder attests in an affidavit sub­ 
mitted with his respective bids that 
the company is n?>t engaged in any 
sn h agreement and proves conclusive­ 
ly that competition for this enormous 
amount

Rural Mall Carriara Na Longer Obliged 
to Collect IL 
Picking up loose money has grown to 
be such a hardship for the overwork­ 
ed rural free delivery carrier that the 
postoffice department has Just issued 
an order 
warning reckless citizens 
against leaving loose coins lying around. 
Hereafter coins must be tied in bun­ 
dles or inclosed in envelopes whenever 
the patron of a rural route wants 
stamps from a carrier and leaves the 
necessary amount in the wayside box. 
“The attention of postmasters at

carriers,” said Fourth A ssistant Post­ 
master General Blakeslee, “is again 
directed to the fa<£ that rural carriers 
are not required to collect loose coins 
from rural mail boxes.

These experiments established the 
facts that not only could connective 
tissues bo preserved permanently in a 
condition of active life, but that, under 
certain easily controlled conditions, 
growth could take place.

w ate r through them at all times. W a ­ 
ter is supplied from a concrete re s e r­ 
voir IOO feet in diameter and three feet 
in depth w hich in turn is supplied by a 
large well on the grounds. 
Provision* 
have been m ade to regulate the w ater 
supply in each pond so th a t it m ay be 
increased or dim inished a t will.

two large tria n g u lar pools are used for 
the varieties of bass indigenous to T e x ­ 
as w ate rs and in the sm aller pools are 
sun fish, w hite perch, catfish and other 
varieties. 
The purpose of these h a tc h ­ 
eries is to propagate fi,sh for d is tri­ 
bution and restocking of the lakes an d 
stre a m s of the S tate which have become 
depopulated through th e use of d y n a ­ 
m ite and seines.
